Cincinnati, Ohio, June 8.—United 
States posgtoffice inspectors from Cin- 
cinnati bélieve they have discovered 
the headquarters of the “Black Hand” 
in this country, at Marion, Obto. “This 
belief is based on documentary  evi- 
dence found today when Sam Lima, of 
Marion, Ohio: Antonio Vicadio, of 
Columbus, Ohio, anf A. Marfis, of Den- 
nison, Ohio, were arrested today. 

Arrests are said to have been mado 
also in Pittsburg, Pa., and inspectors 
left for Bellefontaine to make several 
more there. 

Inspector Oldfield states that when 
the whole story is known the country 
will be astounded. 

It was on January 1 last that Ami- 
con’s wife found at the door of their 
home in Columbus, Ohio, a box ¢on- 
taini:.g dynamite and fuses, and. tack- 
ed on the outside a Black Hand note 
demanding $15,000. and threatening 
death if money. payment was not made. 
The money was tg be paid at the Black 
Hand rendezvous in Pittsburg, 

The case was turned over to the 
government secret service and later 
given to the postoffice inspectoyg: The 
Amfcons received almost wee de- 
mands for money. ' 

Acting in harmony with the govern- 
ment officers, the Pittsburg, Pa. po- 
lice recently raided the Black’ Hand 
headquarters there and made twenty- 
one arrests. The men arrested today 
were charged with attempted extortion 
under the federal statutes, 

The Black Hand gang reéently or- 
dered Fred Cianciolo, a Cincinnati 
fruit dealer, to give up $10,000 on pen- 
alty of death for himsel and his fam- 
ily if he refused. 

Clancolo gave no thought to. the let- 
ters, and a few night leter a dynamite 
bomb was exploded in the doorway of 
his home. No one was injured, but 
an adjoining saloon was wrecked. 

Joseph Annarino, a Cincinnati fruit 
dealer, was warned to give the Black 
Hand $10,000 or his child would be 
kidnaped.

Mrs. Guggenheim avers that it had 
been represented to her that the de- 
fendant was “the weakest and least 
important member of the Guggenheim 
familly,” while, in fact, he is the ables 
of the seven brothers and the chief or- 
ganizer and business head of the great 
combination of mining and smelting 
interests owned by the family. 

The complainant has been married 
three times and has figured in an equal | 
number of» divorce suits.

a divorce on thé grounds of desertion.

RULES AND PRIZES 
FOR CONTESTS NAMED 


Executive Committee of Geor- 
gia Good Roads Automobile 
Association Meets in Albany. 
Several Thousand - Dollar 
Prizes Announced—Others 
to Come Later. 


Albany, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)— 
Following the great convention of 
southwest Georgia county officials and 
good roads enthusiasts here today, the 
executive committee of the Georgia 
Good Roads Automobtie Association 
met for the first time in the county 
>ommissioners’ room in the Dougherty 
courthouse, President Clark Howell 
presiding. All members of the com- 
mittee were present with the excep- 
tion of Hon. Gordon Lee, of Chicka- 
mauga; R. J. Davant, of Savannah; E. 
H. Inman, of Atlanta; J. B. Park, of 
Greensboro, and Asa G. Candler, Jr., 
of Atlanta. The absentees all sent 
telegrams expressing their regret at 
being unable to attend, and giving 
their views, which were incorporated 
in the following preliminary rules for 
the contests to be held inthe fall, 
which were adopted by the committee: 

The executive committee of the Geor- 
gia Good Roads AutomobHe Associa- 
tion, pursuant to instructions of the 
State good roads convention, held in 
Macon, hereby announces the follow- 
ing details for the state good roads 
contests to be held this fall: 

Prizes Offered. 

First—A prize of $1.000 for a contest 
from Albany to Atlanta, via Macon, 
over an intervening route that may be 
selected by contestants, said prize to 
divided as follows: $400 for the 
automobile making the best time be- 
‘ween Albany and Atlanta; $300 for 
the second best and $300 for the coun- 
ty offering the best road between Al- 
bany and Macon. 

Second—aA prize of $1,000 for a con- 
from Fitzgerald to Atlanta via 
Macon, Over any intervening route 
that may be selected by contestants, 
said prize to be divideqd as follows: 
$300 for the automobile making “the 
best time between Fitzgerald and At- 
lanta; $200 for the second best: $500 
for the county offering the best road 
between Fitzgerald and Macon. 

Third—A prize of $500 for a con- 
test from McRae to Atlanta via Macon, 
over an intervening route that may be 
selected by contestants, said prize to| 
be divided as follows: $200 to the au- 
tomobile making the best time from 
McRae to Atlanta; $100 for the second 
best; $200 for the county offering the 
best road between McRae and Macon.

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COMMITTEE ANNOUNCES 
DETAILS OF CONTESTS 


In the above contests all starts! 
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are to be made from the official start- 
ing points as above announced after 
midnight of November 7, and before 
10 o'clock on the morning of Monday, 
November 8. The automobile association 
of the respective starting points shall 
designate an officia]) starter at each 
point, and on their failure to do #0 
the mayors of such respective cities 
shall designate said official starters. 

Said official starters from a convenient 
place in each city, to be duly an- 
nounced, shall issue an official route 
ecard to each contesting automobile, 
giving the exact time of departure 
from each city. Wherever in any route 
specified cities are to be touched at 
all, contestants over such routes are 
to have their official time cards offi- 
cially vised by duly-appointed offi- 
cers in such cities said vise officers 
to be duly announced later. 

Upon arrival in Atlanta all contest- 
ants shall report immediately to the 
Auditorium-Armory to a special time- 
keeper, to be announced later, which 
timekeeper shall stamp upon the offi- 
cial route card of each contestant the 
exact time of arrival and all such time 
cards shall be deposited with said, offi- 
cial timekeeper, who shall turn them 
over to a committee on awards, to be 
announced later. 

Large Counties Excluded. 

In passing upon the good roads of- 
fered by the several counties in con- 
nection with the above contests, no 
stretch of road less than 10 miles long 
in any county shall be considered, and 
in order that the country counties 
may not be at a disadvantage with 
the city counties which have already 
established good roads systems, the 
counties of Chatham, Richmond, 
Clarke, Fulton, Bibb and Dougherty 
shall not be considered as contestants. 

For the best county road _ prizes 
where more than one route between 
specified points are used, the route 
followed by the winning car shal! de- 
termine the counties to be considered 
for the prize and the awards shall be 
made by a majority vote of those who 
enter the cars traversing said route, 
of occupantsof said cars, and if not, by 
their designated representatives on the 
trip. 

All cars of whatever horse power or 
make will be permitted to enter these 
contests at any official starting point 
subject to classification and handi- 
cap conditions, to be determined by 
an expert committee which will re- 
port to this state committee on or be- 
fore July 15 next. 

Contest Open te All. 

It is the purpose of this committee 
to encourage and permit the greatest 
freedom of entry and to secure a fair 
basis of competition by which § all 
cars may enter upon relatively just 
conditions. 

Cars from any part of this or ad- 
joining states shall have the right to 
enter the contest from any of the of- 
ficial starting points officially ap- 
pointed. ; 

All contributions to the prize fund 
as already announced or to be made 
later -are to be paid into the hands of 
this committee by October 6. All en- 
tries for any of the above contests are 
to be duly registered with the secre- 
tary of the state committee fifteen 
days before November 7.

The state committee will meet 
Atlanta on July 15 to pass upon addi- 
tional contributions already tentative- 
ly offered and to select additional 
contesting routes if deemed advisable 
to do so and at said meeting all ad- 
ditional details of the above contest 
will be finally acted upon and an- 
nounced.

THE OLD BRIGADE IN MEMPHIS. 


“These are they which came out of great tribulation.” 

Concealing in its direct simplicity vast elements alike of melancholy and 
heroism, that sentiment may fitly epitomize the gray and thinning brigades 
of the. confederacy, gathered for their nineteenth annual reunion in ‘the his- 
toric city of Memphis. 

It would be easy to dwell on the sheerly poetic phases of the subject, 
for poetry is blended of grandeur and sacrifice and pathos and majesty. 
And these old men of the empty sleeves and tottering gait have exemplified 
all and singular of these traits in their years of active and passive service, 
though it is likely they would give their activities the unpretentious name 
of “duty.” .. 

Yet, better it is that the south should not forget the more substantial and 
permanent significance of the achievements history will engrave to the credit 
of these sons of bravery and adversity. 

No people attain greatness unless their commercial and industrial and 
intellectual endeavors be tempered with traditions of which spirituality is 
the distinguishing part. 

And traditions of this stature may not be materialized, unless there is 
provided for them a solid and enduring foundation of high character and sub- 
lime incentive. 

When this is said, we begin remotely to appreciate the gift to the south 
from these scattered battalions that are taking Memphis by peaceful storm; 
these battalions and the larger host of them that have already fallen on gra- 
cious sleep. 

Domestic tranquility is the portion of the south today, and prosperity 
and development beckon from a hundred sunHKt eminences of thought and 
action. 

The present condition is made possible, the more splendid outlook is 
given assurance, by the legacies of tradition and the imprint of character, 
both born of the gigantic tragedy of the civil war. 

Back of every material conquest the south has made in the last forty 
years is the spirit, actual or inherited, of these men whose baptism was that 
of battle and whose earlier teachers were those of desolation and sinister 
misgiving. 

Liberal-minded history has written down their appeal to arms a f-ilure. 
They did not come back to homes that were plentiful and a country smiling 
with triumphant happiness. 

They did come back to a country that was blasted with fire and sword, 
to take up once more the burden of life under political and social and in- 
dustrial conditions that were revolutionized and to poverty the depth of 
which we may not comprehend in these days when the south stands con- 


}spicuous as the most promising portion of the nation. 


Thus, events that have unfolded since the peace at Appomattox have 
written the achievements of the men at Memphis, and their brethren that 
now sleep, in larger and more meaning symbols than those of mere mater‘al 
victory. 

Their triumph has not been that won under the lashing stimulus of rifle 
and cannon fire, though in these particulars, too, they acquitted themselves 
as typiéal Americans. 

But the whole south gives them homage, the sons of the south of today 
and tomorrow will remember them in reverence and gratitude, for that they 
grappled with and conquered a cataclysm and an abasement that have no 
parallels in human annals; transforming both with the alchemy of their golden 
manhood into a victory the full glory of which has not yet been revealed. 
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THE REPENTANT CRIMINAL, 


The ancient problem of determining society’s attitude toward the crim- 
inal who gives indication of permanently forswearing his evil ways has 
obtruded its.if in the controversy as to whether the photograph of a juvenile 


‘offender in New York city shall be removed from the rogues’ gallery. 


Since his release from imprisonment some time ago, the boy has given 
into a self-supporting, law- 
abiding member of the community. 

His employers have testified to his industry and his honesty: wis rela- 
tives and his spiritual advisers represent him as uniformly obedient, re- 
spectful and mindful of the fundamental obligations that go to make up con- 
structive citizenship. 

Yet his photograph and his measurements, and the record of his crime 
stand on the chronicles of the authorities for the detection of outlaws: and 
there is decided opposition to their removal therefrom. 

The penology of the future will make just as adequate and intelligent pro- 
visions for this criminal phase, as it now does for the elemental one of 
punishment. 

The end of law is first to insure justice and safety to the community, and 


after that it theoretically expends its energies on the reformation cf the 
| offender. 


How this is to be accomplished so long as his criminal record decorates 
public documents is not easily apparent. 

In the other hand, the inexpediency of leaving society unprotected 

against individuals who have demonstrated past capacity for mischief is 
equally obvious. , 
It is at this rather perplexing juncture that the modern student and 
administrator of justice will step in, moderating penalties and their after- 
math of ostracism with such fine reference to questions of delicate psychol- 
ogy as will insure the largest opportunity for the reclamation of the outlaw 
while not ignoring the well-being of society. 


The uniform consummation of such a system is perhaps to be found in 2 
day far removed. There is reassurance in the fact that both courts and pen- 
itentiaries evidence already a steady tendency in that direction. 
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PROFESSIONS THAT ARE NEVER CROWDED. 


Commenting on the hightide of the commencement season now in evi- 
dence in every quarter of the United States, The Washington Post predicts 
that practically every speaker of prominence on these various occasions will 
be careful to warn promising graduates against the “overcrowded profes- 
sions.” 

The Post then proceeds to enumerate professions, extremely gainful 
ones, too, that are not now and never will be threatened with an oversupply. 
Its remarks are inspirational, in that they focus attention upon broadening 
ideals in American education and aspiration. 

Road-making is one of the occupations outlined as promising, and our 
contemporary indicates that even with our progress in this direction we do 
not approximate the skill of the ancient Romans. This phase should -be of 
especial interest to Georgia at this time. 

The profession of building, too, is viewed as one that has made radical 
strides in recent years, requiring now of its followers a high degree of train- 
ing, and ever holding out pledges of rich reward. 

It is worth while quoting The Post substantially in its reference to agri- 
culture, of which it avers that “the farmer who makes money out of his 
crops in the future will not be the boy who learned his farming by following 
the plow, but the one who studied soils in the laboratory and the cultivation 
of plants at the experiment stations. It will be the professional farmer who 
will gather the plums in the next generation.” 

The editorial closes as follows, with an admirable epitome of what the en- 
larging range of professions means to the young American: 


So the boy who feels his ambitions crumble at the cry of over- 
crowded professions need not lose heart. The practical professions are 
of prime importance in the world of today. They demand as much intel- 
ligence as the others, as much energy, and a nearly equal amount of 
study along specialized lines. Best of all, they pay well, and there is 
no overcrowding to get at the top—for the top is as wide as the cir- 
cumference of the tarth. 


It is encouraging to note that the educational systems of Georgia, both 
state and municipal, manifest convincing tendencies of modelling themselves 
along these utilitarian lines.

Examination of Ga. Children. 


Editor Constitution: Apropos your 
editorial on the hookworm disease, 
permit me to make a suggestion. No 
one could read the recent article in 
the May World's Work, by Francis 
Bjorkman, on “The Investigations of 
Dr. Styles of the Hook Worm Disease 
in the South” without being impressed 
that something ought to be done to 
help these afflicted people. Dr. Styles 
says that in some communities as high 
as 90 per cent of the school children 
are afflicted. Three years ago the 
medical inspector of the reorgia 
School for Deaf Mutes told me that on 
his first examination of his pupils for 
hook worms he found considerably 
over 50 per cent infected. 

The recent report of Dr. Roberts of 
a medical inspection of a part of the 
school Ghildren of Atlanta has shown 
over 50 per cent with some physical 
defect. On my reeent visit to Euro- 
pean countries to study their school 
systems, I was greatly impressed with 
the value of the medical inspection of 
school children. In England there are 
county medical officers who make ex- 
amination of children on entering 
schools and at stated intervals there- 
after. 

I desire to suggest that the 
efficient way to eradicate the hook 
worm and improve generally the 
physical condition of the people is the 
passage of a general law requiring 
each county to appoint county medical 
examiners, so that all the schools may 
be examined once in two years, In 
order that this medical examination 
may be thoroughly and Systematically 
carried out, authority must be given 
to boards of education to incur this 
expense, and regulations must be laid 
down by the state school board for 
carrying out this inspection so as to 
secure something like a uniform syvs- 
tem of examination throughout the 
state. The cost will be small, while 
the saving will go into the millions. 

I believe that all the children of 
School age may be freed from this 
disease by this method im three or 
four years. Through the children in- 
formation Will go directly into the 
homes. rhe sanitary condition of 
school houses and grounds will be 
‘improved and tens of thousands of 
children suffering, they know not why

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HARDWICK TO ACT 
FOR THE FIREMEN 


Scott Has “* Ap- 
pointed His Arbi- 
trator. 


Second Vice President Ball, of the 
Brotherhood and Locomotive Firemen 
and Engtnemen, yosterday afternoon 
annougced the appointment of Con- 
gressman Thomas W.Hardwick as a 
member of the arbitration board for 


the firemen, and gave Out @ statement 
of his side of the controversy. General 


Manager Scott, of the Georgia, has 
named his arbitrator. The open 


letter is as follows: 
Mr, Ball’, Statement. 


To the People of the State of Geor- 
gia: Knowing how deeply the people 
of this state were interested in the 
recent dispute between the manage- 
ment of the Georgia railroad, the At- 
lanta terminals ang the white men 
employed ag firemen, hostiers and hos- 
tler helpers, I feel that the time has 
come when every one should know the 
true situation by explaining our posi- 
tion. 

As you are aware, the road was com- 
pletely tied up with the exception of 
the mail trains, which were not inter- 
fereq With on account of being govern- 
ment property. The company appealed 
to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to come to Atlanta and act as 
mediators between the company and 
ourselves. Mr. Neill, commissioner of 
labor. was on the ground several days 
before Mr. Knapp appeared. Every ef- 
fort was put forth by these gentlemen 
to bring about a fair and equitable 
settlement. 

On the afternoon of Saturday, May 
29. we became fully aware that the 
management of the Georgia railroad 
would not grant the desires of its 
striking employees, and that further 
action on our part in keeping the 
Georgia railroad closed to traffic would 
bring greater hardships to the people 
of Georgia than to the Georgia rail- 
road. ag we had received complaints 
from different sections of the country 
of the hardships that the people were 
enduring. We were also aware that an 
injunction was about to be served that 
same day and the courts step in and 
take possession of the road. This 
would mean that our request could not 
be granted until . litigation through 
the courts were passed and the road 
restored to the former officers, when it 
would again be necessary for us to g0

Further conferences took place from 
Saturday, May 29, until Monday, May 
31. with the board of mediation, be- 
lieving .that the management of the 
company «Would consider our reason- 
able claims and grant our request. 
Every reasonable concession that could 
consistently be made was offered by 
us, but on May 3! it became evident 
that the representatives of the rall- 
roads stood ag firm as they dig in the 
beginning to force the rights of the 
negroes over those of the white men. 

Shortly after negotiations closed, I 
learned in an indirect way that prob- 
ably a further conference would bring 
about results without resorting to ar- 
bitration. and, therefore, hesitated in 
naming our representative, also being 
fully aware that, as Mr. Scott had call- 
ed for the board of arbitration, it was 
his place to name the first arbitrator. 

Made Concessions. 

On Monday afternoon, June 7, 
a versonal interview with Mr. Scott, 
who is representing the railroad in- 
terests, at which meeting, to avoid 
going to the trouble of arbitration, I 
Seott that if he would 
give us the senioritv of the white man 
over the negro on the Georgia railroad 
that We would have no objection to his 
employing 25 per cent negroes. In the 
terminals vard, as no negroes had ever 
been employed as firemen, we could not 
conscientiously agree to any being em- 
ployed at the present time, with the 
exception of the position of hostler 
helpers, which are now being filled by 
white men, provided that that posi- 
tion was filled according, as.the men 
now holding them vacated them for 
promotion, or leaving the employment 
on their own free will. 

We belfeve that this is going a long 
way on our part to avoid any further 
trouble, but as this was not accepted, 
and as the représentative of the rall- 
roads will not give us rights over the 
negro, there is only one thing left to 
do, and that !f{s to trust to the good 
people of the state of Georgia and the 
arbitrators to give ws the white man’s 
supremacy in the white man’s country. 

Appoints Hardwick. 

While it igs hardly our place to name 
the first arbitrator, vet to avoid any 
further delay, I have this day notified 
the interstate commerce commission 
that we have appointed Hon. Thomas 
W. Hardwick as our representative, 
and Reuben Arnold as our counsel, and 
we hope that five days from this ap- 
pointment the third arbitrator will be 
named, and the date of arbitration 
decided upon. 

We have so far done what we be- 
live to be right, honorable and just, 
and now depend upon the good judg- 
ment and united support of the white 
men of the south to secure for the 
white firemen of this section the same 
rights as they reserve for themselves. 

The men whom we represent apd 
the organization of which we are menf- 
bers are just as sincere at this time 
as we have ever been In the past, and 
we shall never be satisfied until our 
cause is victorious. We respectfully re- 
quest that any help or assistance by 
statements or otherwise that can be 
brought to bear to secure this victory 
wilf be given us, so that when the 
verdict is rendered and all negotiations 
are closed, the white firemen of the 
state of Georgia will Know that they 
are not subordinade to the negro, even 
if it does affect the financial interests 
of the railroad corporations, for we 
shall not allow this to be a lost cause.

NO IMPROVEMENT 
IN PRISON BOOKS 


Auditing Company Makes 
Report to the Gov- 
ernor. 


The auditing company which has been 
at work upon the books of the prison 
commission reports that no improve- 
ment has been made since it conducted 
an examination into the books and ac- 
counts of the commission last July; 
that there is an absolute lack of sys- 
tem at the state farm, no bookkeeping 
at all at the state reformatory, and 
only the simplest form of single entry 
bookkeeping kept at the office of the 
cormmission in the capitol. 

The report of the Joel C. Huater 
Company, which has conducted this in- 
vestigation. was submitted to the gov- 
ernor yesterday morning. It condemns 
absolutely the methods employed by 
the bookkeepers. who are acting under 
the direction of the prison commission. 

The primitive custom of exchanging 
marketable goods prevails at the state 
prison farm, according to the auditors. 
Instead of. transacting business accord- 
ing to the cash or credit system, the 
farm superintendent occasionally 
swap farm products for articles need- 
ed, It is impossible to tell the cost of 
operating the farm or what part of the 
cOst is defrayed by prvaducts raised on 
the farm. 

The only thine approaching a kind 
word for the commission is the state- 
ment that the simple character of 
bookkeeping in vogue has been well 
kept up “so far as it goes,’ and only a 
few minor errors have been made. 

The auditors find that no pay rolls 
are kept and no vouchers are secured 
It recommends that both be adopted, 
Since now the only receipts available 
are the cancelled check stubs. They 
say it is not possible to check up any- 
thing at the farm, and that. deposits of 
$200 to the credit of the superintendenr 
of the reformatory, and $535.27 to the 
credit of the farm superintendent in 
Milledgeville banks, do not appear as 
assets on the books of the commissiun 
in Atlanta. 

inadequate Bookkeeping. 

The report, among other 
States: 

“We regret to state that we can find 
very little improvement in the manner 
in which these books and records have 
been kept since our last examination 
in July, 1908. There is an absolute 
lack of system both in the office at 
the State capitol] and at Milledgeville. 

“Up to the Ist of April, 1909, there 
has been no attempt to keep any fingn- 
cial records at the farm. Any records 
they may have consists merely of 
memorandas of purchases and dates in- 
voices were approved and forwarded 
to the commission for payment; of 
sundry expenses paid by the superin- 
tendent, and receipts fer products 
sold. 

“As no books have been kept and no 
inventories taker previous to April 1! 
1909, we are unable

of income and expenses. The data 
necessary to enable us to furnish these 
statements is absolutely lacking. 
There is nothing to show correctly, 
either at the farm or at the office of 
the commission at the state capitol, 
the cost of operating the farm. 
Loose and Careless Methods. 

“Financial affairs at the farm have 
evidently been handled in an exceed- 
ingly loose and careless manner, and 
there is no check upon anything. No 
proper stores or supplies accounts 
have been kept or any record of food, 
clothing, tools, ete., supplies to each 
camp or department. 

“There is no record of amounts ex- 
pended for permanent improvements, 
equipment or live stock. 

“No one knows how much it is cost- 
ing the state to feed and clothe ‘the 
convicts, either in tota] amount or per 
capita per annum, and there is no way 
of telling whether this cost is de- 
creasing or increasing as compared 
with former years. 

“All supplies are purchased by the 
superintendent, and there is nothing 
by which prices charged by creditors 
can be checked. We can not tell

HEARING TODAY 
ON PORT RATES 


Discussion Will Be Re- 
vived Before Railroad 
Commission. 


The famous port rate discussion will 
be revived before the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia this morning at 10 
o'clock, when the rates on coffee and 
special iron products will be taken up 
and argued. 

The complainants in the present case 
are McCord. Stewart & Co. and the 
Beck & Gregg Hardware Company. 
They are asking for cheaper rates 
from the coast to interior Georgia 
points. The first named company is 
interested in the rate on coffee, and 
the latter is interested in the rate on 
special iron articles. 

That it is now possible for a mefr- 
chant in Nashville, Tenn. to receive 
shipments of coffee from Savannah or 
Brunswick, roast it and reship the 
roasted coffee to Georgia points and 
undersell the Atlanta roaster. is the 
complaint of the McCord-Stewart 
Company. The reason for this lies in 
the fact that the rate on coffeé from 
Savannah to Nashville, Tenn. is 17 
cents, and the rate from Savannah to 
Atlanta, is 27 cents. or more than 100 
per cent higher. 

It is claimed that the rate on special 
iron products now seriously discrimi- 
nates against merchants in interior 
towns. 

Arguments will be heard by the com- 
mission from representatives of the 
complainants and the railroads. Wim- 
bish, Watkins & Ellis will represent 
the petitioners, and C. B. Northrup will 
represent the Southern railway, while 
Mayhew Cunningham will represent 
the Central of Georgia. 

In addition to the oral arguments 
it is probablé that briefs will also be 
filed with the railroad commission.

“To sum up, no books or accounts 
worthy of the name have been Kept at 
the farm, and the utter lack of records 
indicates the grossest carelessness. 
This condition would be bad enough 
in the case of an individual, but where 
the interests of the state are concerned 
we consider it grave in the extreme. 

“We found at the reformatory no 
books of any kind. We were shown 
some receipts, statements of superin- 
tendent’s expenses, list of accounts 
paid and unpaid, but there are no 
financial records at the reformatory. 
As there was no inventory at the re- 
formatory, and no accounts, we were 
unable to make up any statement of 
assets and liabilities.’ 

The auditors here recommend a simi- 
lar system of accounts for the re- 
formatory as that which they recom- 
mend for the farm, and state that the 
bo@kkeeper at the farm could easily 
keep the accounts of the reformatory 
and should be required to do so. 

‘We were much impressed with the 
practical operation of the misdemeanor 
release system. As it works now, it 
is costing the state excessively, and, if 
the letter, we can not think it is_the 
spirit of the law.” 

The report then goes on to show 
that misdemeanor convicts frequently 
have their fines paid within a few 
days after their arrival at the farm, 
and that the state loses on each of 
such convicts the expense to which it 
has been put in getting the convict to 
the farm as well as the cost of the 
new suit of clothes which the state

North Georgia County 
Being Rapidly Developed. 


Gold Mines in Operation Bring- 
ing Wealth to Their Owners. 
Splendid Apple Orchards. 
Crowded With Tourists Dur- 
ing the Hot Months. 


By Eugene Ray. 

Clayton, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)—! 
have given specimens of the precious 
gems of which I have spoken. I have 
given samples of the ore of which I 
have spoken. Below is a specimen 
of the romance of which I have spoken: 

One hundredand fifty years ago the 
wild inhabitants of these mountain 
forests were the Cherokee and Cataw- 
ba Tribes of Indians. Notley (or 
Daring Horseman), son of the Cherokee 
chief, captured a large town of the 
wantin tribe. Among the captives 
was the pretty daughter of the Cataw- 
ba chief, named Hiwassee (the Pretty 
Fawn). Notley became captivated by 
the majestic beauty and graceful form 
of his royal captive and was overcome 


with delight on learning that she re- 
ciprocated his affections. 

With two attendants, 
sented himself before 
chief and demanded his 
marriage. That dignitary, lifting his 
war club in anger, declared that the 
Catawbas drank the waters of the 
east and the Cherokees the waters of 
the west, and as there was no union 
of these waters there could be no 
union of a son of one and a daughter 
of the other. And then to dismiss the 
insolent young hero and his suit for- 

ver, the Catawba chief told him that 
ff f he could find that there was a union 
of these waters, he would permit a 
union of his daughter with the son of 
his enemy. 

Notley, it seems, was desperately 
love. for he started out to find where 
those waters united. Traversing the 
great Blue Ridge range of mountains, 
which is known to divide the waters of 
the Atlantic from the waters of the 
great west, he found springs running 
in opposite directions, although their 
sources were within a few feet of each 
other. But that was not enough. 

Dav after day. in hunger and suffer- 
ing, he continued his search. Reaching 
a lovely spot onthe summit of the 
ridge, he saw three young fawns mov- 
ing toward a lake. Notley, thinking 
he might be able to capture one of the 
innocent little animals, approached 
them HS thev drank from the 
lake. There he saw two streams 
running out of the lake, one 
towards the Atlantic ana one towards 
the west. and it ts presumed he forgot 
| to catch one of the fawns, for it is said 
be the storv that he was “frantic with 
joy” and ran away, exctatming: “Hi- 
wassee! Hiwassee! I have found it!’ 

This story is concluded with the 
statement that Notley and Hiwassee 
were married and lived happily ever 
afterwards. They settled in the val- 
ley of the river on the west side of the 
mountains and named the river 
“Hiwasse.””’ and Hiwasse it and 
a@number of other things in this sec- 
tion are also Hiwassee. 

About three miles from 
Rabun county. over near 
Rabun Gap, is the very spot where 
Notley Cherokee found that lake, and 
won his loved one, Hiwassee Catawba. 
So you see this is, as I have said, a 
country of romance. But they have 
| found gold here, and it will not con- 
‘tinue a country of romance. Monev 
rand romance are @¢nemies. Money takes 
| the romance out of everything. 
Gold Mines In Operation. 

But, mind you now, there is no 
mance in the statement that there 
gold here jn Rabun county and I want 
to tell you about it-—about the gold 
not the romance—lI have already told 
you about that. 

Dr. W. J. Green, a 
of this town, Clayton, has a gold mine 
in operation right here in Rabun 
county. C. A. Rafter, a citizeh of 
Tallulah FaJls, and another gentleman 
whose name I have forgotten, are as- 
sociated with Dr. Green in operating 
this gold mine. Interested with them 
are sOme northern men. These gen- 
tlemen have invested in machinery 
alone about $25,000. The capacity of 
this mine is about twelve tons of ore 
| daily, which runs about $20 to the 
ton. They are running regularly 
now. 

For years placer gold has been 
aad in Rabun county. J. H. Der- 
i rick, a prominent merchant of Clayton, 
| has an option on a tract of 1,200 acres, 

from which a half million dollars of 
’ placer gold has been mined. On an- 
other tract, owned outright by Mr. 
Derrick, has been found gold which 
assayed $153 to the ton. The vein 
there is from two to five feet wide 
and has been followed a half a mile. 
How much longer it is nobody knows. 
I would say more about these gold 
deposits and gold mines, but for the 
fact that “money talks,’ and as gold 
is money, it talks and no stranger 
need undertake to talk for it. And, 
too, there is enough gold here to talk 
loud—loud enough to be heard 
throughout the country. 
Money in the Forests. 

And there is money in these forests 
of Rabun county. The woods are full 
of ash, poplar, dogwood, . walnut, 
cherry, maple, birch, oak, hickory, 
chestnut, cedar, beech, gum, persim- 
mon and pine. 

The Southern Lumber Company has 
its offices in Clayton. This concern 
has on hand a few million feet of this 
lumber. I talked with Mr. G. W. Beebe, 
the president, and he estimates ‘that 
less than one-fifth of the timber of 
Rabun county has been cut. Mr. Beebe 
came from far northern state, but in 
a four years’ residence how he has be- 
come a Georgian, if not, in fact, a 
Georgia cracker. 

The Blue Ridge Lumber Company, 
another big concern of its kind, has 
its offices at Rabun Gap. And now 
that I have Rabun Gap in mind, let 
me say that it is one of the prettiest 
spots in Rabun county—one of the 
prettiest town sites. I met J. R. Rich- 
ards, merchant and farmer, there, and 
J. B. Dackins, who are interested in 
the growth of their town, and proud 
of what has been done there where the 
waters run both to the Atlantic and to 
the west. . 

At Clayton, Glenn F. Leslie has a 
unique business. For several years he 
has been dealing in what is known 
as “hardwood dimension stock,” ship- 
‘ping last week a carload of dogwood 
pieces, just the right length and size 
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by the cotton mills who make shuttles 
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little pieces of wood nailed at the top 
of telephone and telegraph poles, and 
which the wires are fastened to. Men 
here in these mountains make a busi- 
ness getting out those little sticks. 

There is timber’'in abundance here 
for a chair and furniture factory, for 
wagon material of all kinds, for bar- 
rels and kegs and every part of han- 
die and helves and ox-yokes. 

Cc. P. Stinespring spends his time 
here buying telephone poles for the 
Bell telephone people. 

Great Apple Country. 

The growing of apples for the mar- 
ket will soon be a profitable industry 
here. Apples, they tell me, almost 
grow wild in this section. Rabun coun- 
ty took the premium on apples at the 
state fair last vear. and took second 
premium at that big exposition in the 
northwest. at Seattle I belleve. And 
the apples were gathered from some 
old trees that had been neglected for 
years. These mountain sides and, par- 
ticularly the caves in the mountains, 
are the natural homes of an apple 
orchard. And the lands are cheap, sell- 
ing from $2 to $5 per acre. Mr. 
Reynolds, editor of the county paper, 
and J. T. Davis. lawyer, are authoritv 
on the apple business up here. 

R. KE. A. Hamby, lawver. rea4q estate 
dealer, mayor of the rown, ex-repre- 
sentative in the legislature, etc., is 
an authority on things industrial in 
Clayton and Rabun counties. 

L. T. Mitchell is the marshal of Clay- 
ton. Mr. Mitchell is also a busy man. 
Besides looking after the good order of 
the town. he is proprietor of the Mitch- 
ell house and the Mitchell livery, feed 
and sales stable. 

As a Summer Resort. 

As a summer resort, Clayton is wel! 
known. The other hotels in town are 
the Dozier house, the Bleckley house 
and the Blue Ridge hotel. I spent 
several days with H. R. Cannon at his 
hotel, the Blue Ridge, and found his 
hostelry first class, particularly the 
meals he serves. The Blue Ridge is 
the home of the drummer, and offers 
homes to a few summer tourists. Mr. 
Cannon has now a new drug store in 
town with a handsome soda fount. J. 
H. Cannan and J. J. Duncan are pro- 
prietors of the Duncan livery stable 
and deal in wagons, buggies, etc. 

The Earl house, a half mile out, near 
the foot of Screamer mountain, is an 
ideal summer hoted. The hotel has a 
modern system of waterworks, the 
water being supplied from a spring far 
up the side of a mountain. Mr. Earl's 
sewerage system empties into a creek 
that surrounds the hotel, not fifty 
yards away at any point. It is an ideal 
place, and popular, as the number of 
guests there already testifies. 

Mrs. Emily C. Wall, sister of 
late Chief Justice Bleckley, is pro- 
prietor of the Bleckley house. Her 
pretty place is in the heart of the 
town. I spent a delightful hour with 
this .relative of the great and only 
Bieckley. 

The county officers of Rabun deserve 
mention. Charles E. Cannon, one of 
the big merchants of Clayton, is repre- 
sentative of Rabun in the legislature. 
F. D. Singleton is serving his third 
term as clerk of the superior court, 
and Judge James F. Smith, a former 
tax collector, igs the ordinary of the 
county. These men manifest great in- 
terest in the development of the many 
natural resources of their county.

NEGRO SENTENCED 
TO HANG ON JULY 9 


Killed Clifford Rutherford at 
Lenox on the Night of 
April 26. 


Valdosta, Ga. June 8.—(Special.)— 
Marshall Lewis, the negro who killed 


Clifford Rutherford, at Lenox on the 
26th of April, and who was hurried to 
this city and then to Savannah to pre-' 
vent a lynching, will be hanged on 
Friday, July 9% for the crime. His 
trial at Nashville yesterday consumed 
the entire day, the verdict being 
reached about midnight last night.

Senator Dolliver Central Fig- 
ure in.Debate in Senate on 
Woolen Schedule—Colloquy 
Between Senators Dolliver 
and Warren. 


Washington, June 8.—There was a 
great deal of good humor and many 
pleasantries injected into the deBate 
on the woolen schedule in the senate 
today, Mr. Dolliver being the central 
figure. He offered several amendments 
and announced his intention of pre- 
senting a number of others, appealing 
to the republican members to vote with 
him, because, he said, these amend- 
ments would justifv the attitude of 
the republican party in advocating a 


protective tariff. 
Mr. Smoot, assisted to a large ex- 


tent by Mr. Warren, who is consider- 
ed an expert on the woolen industry, 
defended the finance committee recom- 
mendations with regard tc that 
schedule.

| proposed to the house bill by the 
findnce committee of the senate are 
intended to restore the Dingley pro- 
visions of the woolen schedule, which, 
in some instances, provide higher du- 
ties than the Payne bill as passed by 
the house.

ever built, should not be opened. or op- 
erated until further order of the board.

Receipts 12,-, 


ADVANCES WERE MADE 
IN SPECIAL. STOCKS 


Talk of Increasing Dividends 
Was Influential in Atchison 
and Other Securities. 


New York, June 8.—The stock mar- 
ket occupied itself today largely with 
the factors applying to individual 
stocks, pending the appearance of the 
government report on condition of 
grain crops, after which there was a 
transformation of the previous tone. 
With aggressive upward movements in 
such influential market leaders as the 
Harriman. Pacifics and Reading and 
a good advance in United States Steel, 
the general upward trend was to be 
expected. 

There were other moderate advances 
marking the effect of rumors of devel- 
opments special to the stocks affected 
or the operations of market pools in 

e stocks, but the general movement 


on narrow. The rather urgent pres- 


sure of speculative liquidation, which 
came upon the market at the last yes- 
terday, was not pushed when the mar- 
ket opened today. The scarcity of 
stocks, according to the phrase of the 
professional operator, turned the trad- 
ers’ attention to the long side of the 
market naturally. Reading was the 
early aggressive leader, with a per- 
sistence of the reports of a coming in- 
crease in the rate of the dividend and 
of the retirement of the second prefer- 
red stock by exchange for common and 
first preferred stock each in half por- 
tions. The talk of proposed dividend 
increases was influential in various 
stocks, including Atchison. A special 
incentive for pushing up Atchison is 
seen in the automatic rise which re- 
sults from the stockholders’ rights to 
subscribe to the new convertible 
bonds. The privilege of conversion of 
these bonds into Atcnison stock makes 
their price conform to that of the 
stock and the rise of the price of the 
bonds in the market widens the pre- 
mium over the subscription price to 
stockholders. Baltimore and Ohio, 
Louisville and Nashville and Atlantic 
Coast Line also responded to dividend 
increase rumors. In Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas the motive of the ad- 
vance was the reiteration of rumors 
of buying for control by one of the 
large railroad systems. United States 
Steel was again the subject of reports 
of accumulation by the Paris flotation 
syndicate. The buoyant rise of 5 
points in the Southern Pacific stocks 
was due to the reported action of the 
directors looking to the retirement of 
the preferred stock. The speculation 
assumed some striking benefit for the 
finances of the company from this 
action. The ‘privilege of exchange of 
the preferred stock into common stock 
rather than accept the 115 in cash, at 
which the company is entitled to. call 
the stock, would mean, of course, the 
substitution of a 6 per cent charge on 
the present volume of preferred stock 
in place of the 7 per cent now paid in 
points lower tomorrow. 

dividends on that stock. In the event 
of the expected increase in the com- 
mon stock dividend, which the rise in 
the price of the stock seems to fore- 
shadow, the charge on the company’s 
treasury would become the same. Also 
the exchange stock would have the 
right to share in any further increase 
over the 7 per cent dividend rate.

REPORT CHECKED 
DECLINE IN WHEAT 


At the Close Wheat Was Up 
Three-Eighths to One 
Cent—Corn Easy. 


Chicago, June 8.—The’ government 
crop report checked a declining ten- 
dency in wheat prices today and 
caused an advance of more. than ic 
from the low point of the session. At 
the close prices were % to %@lic 
above the final quotations of the 
previous session. Corn And oats 
closed easy and provisions steady. 

The official statistics compiled by 
government experts relating to the 
acreage sown to wheat in.the United 
States and theconditionofthe crop on 
June 1 were made public fifteen min- 
utes before the end of the session of 
the local exchange. According to the 
report, the condition of winter wheat 
was 380.7, or nearly 3 points below 
that of one month ago, while the con- 
dition of spring wheat was estimated 
at 95.2, a trifle above the condition of 
the crop the corresponding time last 
year. Thé area sown to spring wheat 
was estimated at 15,391,000 acres, the 
largest acreage on record. The loss 
of nearly 3 points in the condition of 
the winter crop was more than had 
been generally expected and was th 
eause of active buying during the ftnal 
quarter of an-hour. There was also 
liberal purchases on the theory that 
the abandoned acreage which was not 
‘accounted for in the report would re- 
duce the yield of winter wheat, 
Prices, which had slumped severely 
earlier in the day, rallied sharply, re- 
gaining nearly all the loss, The mar- 
‘ket was decidedly strong at the start, 
owing to the strength of foreign mar- 
kets and to damage reports from 
Kansas, but weakened toward the end 
of the first hour on profit taking. The
